The real truth 
was, that whatever they did about 
management, if they made it as per- 
fect as it could be made, they got 
down to this roct fact, that unless 
the men who were actually engaged 
in producing ships were made to real- 
ise that it was something on which 
the fate of the war depended they 
would not get the results which were 
essential for safety. 

__ The Lost Tonnage. 
_With regard to the question of pub- 

lishing returns the Government was 
never desiruts of concealing the 
figures.

Fruit. trees, such as peaches, etc., on 
walls, should be given the protection of 
some light canvas material‘or netting as 
soon as the blossoms open, otherwise late 
spring frosts may spoil the crop. 

Take advantage of the hot-bed to raise 
as Many early plants or crops as possible, 
As. soon as the former are fit to move 
transplant them out where protection 
can be given at first; then utilise the

Keép an ey on seed potatoes that are 
being sprouted, as sometimes these are 
damaged by rats or mice, and if on the 
floor of frame or greenhouse; slugs may 
damage the young shoots. 

Give early peas the protection-of light 
sticks as soon as the 
thre soil, and sow another row or two of a 
good first early for- succession in 
drills. 

Sow parsnips at once if not alréady 
done, Almost tll soils will yielda good 
crop, and spaces under trees or in partial 
shade cannot be better utilised. Draw 
drills about a foot apart and 14 inches 
deep, drop 2 or 3 seeds at intervals of 6 
inches in the drills, singling the 
seedlings out later. 

Plant early potatoes on all but the 
heaviest of soils. Don't use a dibber, but 
plant with a spade or trowel, about 4 
inches deep, breaking oft all but the 2 
strongest sprouts. 

Look over all freshly 
and ‘bushes, and tread in firmly where 
any looseness is evident; mulch with 
good manure on very light soils. 

On well-prepared beds make a sowing 
of brussels sprouts and cabbage; also a 
pinch of early broccoli if desired.
